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How to Measure 
A Tunnel the 
Modern Way 


For the past two months, the 
Engineering Dept. has been using 
special photographic equipment 
mounted on a Hy-Rail car to 
check clearances in tunnels, truss 
bridges, rock cuts and snow sheds 
on the Pacific Lines. 

The unit sends a narrow beam 
of light, moving at 1600 revolu- 
tions a minute, in a plane perpen- 
dicular to the track. In a tunnel, 
the light forms a one - inch - wide 
band, outlining the entire profile 
of the structure from floor to 
ceiling. 

As the beam lights up any ob- 
structions it hits, up to 23 feet 
above track and 9 feet on either 
side, a large camera mounted 
firmly on top of the car photo- 
graphs them. 

The continuous series of photo 


negatives (about two a minute) 
which record the lit-up outline of 
the obstructions can be directly 
fed into a reader for review. 

The department will get a new 
and accurate set of “cross sec- 
tions” from the photo profiles. The 
“cross sections” are charts on

graph paper which show the en- 
gineer of clearances how much lee- 
way he has for high-wide loads. 

The new photographic method 
of checking clearances is much 
easier and faster than the older 
method using a car equipped with 
feelers.

TOPS Installation Schedule Expedited 


“We'll Reach El Paso by Christmas” 


Most recent installations to be 
cut over to TOPS (Total Opera- 
tions Processing System) were the 
Southern Pacific yard offices at 
Roseville, Calif., and Odgen, Utah. 
Both began reporting data on the 
movement of cars and trains to the 
big TOPS computer in San Fran- 
cisco on August 12. 

The TOPS installation sched- 
ule has been speeded up, accord- 
ing to J. D. Brown, TOPS man- 
ager. ‘We expect to reach E! Paso 
by Christmas and be on the Texas 
and Louisiana Lines after the first 
of the year,” he says. 

The expedited schedule calls for 
completing TOPS installations on 
the Sacramento Division by the 
end of August, on the San Joaquin 
Division by mid-September, on 
the Western Division by the end 
of September, on the Los Angeles 
Division by mid-November, and 
on the Tucson Division by the end 
‘of December. 

TOPS is already saving time 
and effort for many railroaders, 


and improving service to our ship- 
pers. In the Transportation De- 
partment at San Francisco, for 
example, the system now makes it 
possible in many instances to lo- 
cate specialized cars or high prior- 
ity shipments in seconds instead 
of hours. 

“We used to have to spend 15 
minutes or more on the phone try- 
ing to get detailed information 
about a given car,” says M. J. 
Mirko, assistant superintendent 
of transportation— train service. 
“Now we just ask the computer 
and within seconds the information 
appears on the screen of our visual 
display unit—everything we need 
to know about the car itself and 
where it was last reported.”

HREE silver shovels donated 

by Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific were used to break ground 
for the Golden Spike National His- 
toric Site at Promontory, Utah, 
on August 14, 

This site, where the famous gold 
spike was driven on May 10, 1869, 
to complete America’s first. trans- 
continental railroad, has become 
part of the National Park System 
as the result of a recent Act of 
Congress. 

Promontory now takes its place 
beside Independence Hall, York- 
town, Gettysburg and other places 
of great significance in our na- 
tion’s history. 

Distinguished guests at the 
ground - breaking ceremony in-

National Historie Site 


The event marked the start of 
construction of a $180,000 Visit- 
ors Center, which will be the main 
structure at the historic site. It 
will include a library, museum, 
and an auditorium with a 66-seat 
capacity. Altogether, about 
$400,000 has been earmarked for 
the development of the area. 

According to present plans, the 
site will also feature a reconstruc- 
tion of the “original gold spike 
scene,” including track, telegraph 
lines, and two locomotives closely 


resembling ‘those ‘which—in Au- 
thor Bret Harte’s words—touched 
pilot to pilot “on a single track, 
half a world behind each back.” 

These historic locomotives were 
the “Jupiter,” once owned by the 
Central Pacific, now part of the 
Southern Pacific, and “No. 119,” 
owned by the Union Pacific. 

Southern Pacific has donated 
15 miles of the Central Pacific’s 
original right-of-way at Promon- 
tory to the people of the United 
States, who are now the owners of 
the site, for use in connection with 
the reconstruction. 

It is expected that the site will 
be ready for visitors in plenty of 
time for the 1969 centennial ob- 
servance of the driving of the gold 
spike. 

Other developments in connec- 


tion with the centennial include 
the following: 

+ President Johnson has ap- 
pointed a 183-member Golden 
Spike Centennial Commission 
which will plan and coordinate na- 
tionwide centennial celebrations. 

* The U. S. Mint is issuing 
bronze medals commemorating 
the driving of the gold spike. 


Wearing 1860-style whiskers is C. A. Werner, 
district engineer, Central District, Dept. of Water 
Resources, Sacramento, who took part in the 
American Society of Civil Engineers re-enactment 
of Theodore Judah's original survey for the route 
of the Central Pacific. 


These will be sold to help ‘finance 


the centennial celebration pro- 
gram. They may be obtained from 
the Golden Spike Centennial 
Commission, Room 2419, Federal 
Building, Ogden, Utah 84401 for 
$2.75 each, postpaid. 

* The U. S. Post Office Depart- 
ment will issue a gold spike cen- 
tennial stamp. 

« The Nevada Trail Marking 
Committee has placed markers 
along the route of the old Emi- 
grant Trail across the 40-mile Ne- 
vada desert. Many of the pioneers 
considered this the most terrible 
part of their 2,000-mile trek from 
the Missouri River to California. 
The trail largely follows the route 
of the Central Pacific, which elim- 
inated forever the need to cross 
the alkaline wasteland in covered 
wagons. 


+ The 60,000-member Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers has 
designated the Central Pacific as 
a “National Civil Engineering 
Historic Landmark.” It will dedi- 
cate a bronze plaque in Sacra- 
mento in connection with the cen- 
tennial next year. 

ASCE’s Sacramento section re- 
cently re-enacted the surveying of 
the route for the Central Pacific. 
This survey, conducted by Theo- 
dore Judah in 1861, began at 
Front and K Streets in Sacra- 
mento. ASCE members, wearing 
beards and 1860-style costumes, 
used instruments similar to those 
used by the pioneer surveyors. 


+ 100 California artists are cur- 
rently working on “The Gold 
Spike Album,” a recreation of 
California history culminating in 
the construction of the Central 
Pacific and the driving of the gold 
spike. Their paintings will be ex- 
hibited in San Francisco in May, 
1969, and are expected to attract 
wide attention. 


« The National Model Railroad 
Association is sponsoring a con-

Job Analysis Program 


"Skull Sessions’ for Safety 


Now nearing the completion of 
its second year, the “Job Safety 
Analysis” program, under the 
guidance of the Safety Depart- 
ment, is helping to prevent injur- 
ies and accidents to employes on 
the job. 

Briefly, JSA works like this: 
Supervisors and employes in the 
Maintenance of Way, Mechanical 
and Communications Depart- 
ments break down certain key 
jobs into various specific steps it 
takes to perform them. They list 
the tools and equipment used at 
each step, and identify the poten- 
tial hazards involved and the safe- 
ty measures needed to prevent in- 
juries. 

These conclusions are written 
up in most cases by the foreman 
on the job, with suggestions from 
members of his crew, and submit- 
ted to the department head, who 
in turn makes a composite of all 
the JSA’s received by him on any 
particular job, such as the proper 
method of climbing poles, for ex- 
ample. When the Safety Depart- 


‘ment at San Francisco receives 


composites from all divisions and 
the Northwestern Pacific, they 
prepare a “Master JSA”’ :tilizing 


the best features from each re- 
ceived. This Master JSA is then 
sent to all divisions as a guide, in- 
suring a uniform method of work 
for each operation, with unsafe 
equipment or work methods elim- 
inated.
